Of Citv Noses 
Starting Today 


A crew of 30 special census en- 
umerators were to go into action 
in Menlo Park this afternoon. 
marking the active beginning of a 
special “nose count” in the city. 

The tally should be completed 
by the first of next month, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Catherine B. Gaston, 
special census supervisor in charge 
of the count. Mrs. Gaston was to 
conduct a training session for the 
enumerators earlier today. 

For residents, Mrs. Gaston, who 
works out of the bureau of the 
census’ regional office in Los An- 
geles, listed two tips: 


1. Each enumerator carries a 
letter of identification, which is 
to be available for inspection at 
all times. It is signed by Mrs. 
Gaston and bureau of census Di- 
rector Helen Almon, and will be 
shown on demand. 


2. All census information is 
strictly confidential; it is not to 
be used by any agency, except the 
census bureau, and then only for 
statistical purposes. 

Reason for the caution, Mrs. Gas- 
ton points out, is that in some cas- 
es enterprising businessmen have 
sent canvassers of various sorts 
ahead of census workers, to find 
answers to special questions for 
their own purposes. 

When a census worker approach- 
es in the wake of the other, she 
adds, he is often greeted with 
skepticism.

THE BODY POLITIC 


Operation of a political subdivision such as a city occasion- 
ally is likened to a human body, with the ¢gity council as the 
brain, which carries out its orders through its arms and legs in 
the form of its various departments, police, streets, etc. In such 
a comparison, each citizen is a cell, a part of the whole. 

The great fallacy in such a comparison is that, in the body, 
each cell knows its proper function and performs it. In a city — 
or a school district, county, state, or nation — those “cells” gener- 
ally don’t know their function, or, if they know it, don’t bother to 
caity it out. 

The body, because God planned it that way, is an amazingly 
liomogeneous entity of millions cells all working together. The 
community, probably because man planned it, is a heterogeneous 

mbination of warring factions, individual interests and contra- 
ee pressures, each working for a different goal. The sum

But because of this present happy state, we are in danger of 
losing our very existence as a community. 
apathy, we may become a mere geographical designation, within 
which thousands of individuals happen to reside, but without 
connection one with another. Should that happen, “body 
politic” could deteriorate into a mere collection of protoplasm, 
without direction and without spirit. 

Menlo Park not always was apathetic. In our “ 
feature, elsewhere on this page, we find that, a quarter century 
ago, a-city council clection brought out 92 per cent of the reg- 
istered voters. 

Our town was comparatively wild in those days. We 
suggest that a return to the public furor of those times would 
be an improvement. But it is out of the turmoil of those times, 
the strife, the excitement and the personal interest thus aroused, 
that the spirit grew to produce our Menlo Park of today. 

Now we are relaxed. No one pays any attention to public 
affairs unless some proposal — be it a matter of zoning, assess- 
ment, or school bonds — is likely to affect him directly. 

This relaxation, this widespread assumption that some one 
else wilkkeep our community functioning, is getting to the point 
where it threatens to disperse our community and its spirit alto- 
gether.

Your City’s Business: 


Census 
Saves You 
Money 


By C. L. LONGSON 

(City Manager, Menlo Park) 

This week, a census count, de- 
signed to determine accurately 
the number of persons residing in 
Menlo Park, is getting underway. 

Under the direction of Mrs. Ca- 
therine B. Gaston, special census 
director sent here from the Los 
Angeles office of the bureau of 
the census, a crew of about 30 
persons was ¢o “fan out” through 
the city late this week. 

Stating names and numbers of 
persous in your household may 
seera to have little relation to your 
pocketbook, but this is one case 
in which it does. For on the city’s 
population is determined its share 
of state motor vehicle tax funds 
and motor vehicle license subven- 
tions from the state; these 

used to help pay the cost of street 
work in the city. 

The city, according to alloca- 
tions for the current year, gets 
$2.82 per person, from the 
state’s gasoline tax funds. It 
gets $4.60 from the motor vehi- 
cle license fund, for each person 
in its limits. 

Thus, it can be seen the city 
gets, from the state, about $7420 
per 1000 population, for use in 
improving and maintaining major 
streets. 

If the city’s population is a ra- 
pidly growing one, the actual 
number of persons in town may 
be considerably larger than that 
shown on the last previous official 
count. 

This is what has happened in 
Menlo Park. In a special census 
taken in February of 1953, Menlo 
Park’s population was officially 
set at 22,008. A small annexation 
of territory followed, bringing the 
city’s population to 22,051. 

That's the official count. But un- 
officially, by checking utilities 
connections, building permits and 
other sources of indirect informa- 
tion, we are led to believe the pop- 
ulation may be nearer 25,000. 

The difference may mean as 
much as $20,000 to the pockets of 
Menlo Park taxpayers. 

Cost of a special census, 
meanwhile, is not so high as to 
wipe out the benefits. It will 
cost about $2000 for everything; 
this of course, must come out of 
city funds. 


The city embarked on its efforts | - 


to have a special census taken here 
several weeks ago, when it wrote 
to the bureau of the census 
Washington asking an estimate of 
the cost of the official cunt. 

This bureau estimated the cost, 
based on the estimated population 
of the city, and sent it back. 

The city, finding it had funds 
available, accepted the bureau's 
price for the job; in due course, a 
special census supervisor was as- 
signed here. 

The supervisor, 
B. Gaston, arrived early this week. 
She has been interviewing and 
training enumerators, and getting 
the necessary maps and “book 
work” set up for the actual begin- 
ning of the count. 

Mrs. Gaston hopes to have a 
substantially complete account- 
ing of the people in the city in 
hand by early May; she tells us 
that she hopes to have all local 

field work done by about May 7. 

At that time she may give an 
“unofficial” estimate of the popu- 
lation; it will not become final, 
however, until after it has been 
checked by the bureau of the cen- 
sus in Washington. 

When the figures are affirmed 
there, official reports of the find- 
ings will be drawn up; one of these 
will be sent to the Menlo Park city 
council and another to state offi- 
cials in Sacramento. 

With this official count before 
them, state finance officials can 
accurately tell what the city’s 
share of the gasoline and license 
tax funds should be, in spite of 
the continuing pressures of 
growth and annexations, and chan- 
ges in the sizes of political subdi- 
sions bhpoushout the state.

line. It must be remembered 
that there is no absolute guaran- 
of cost until the bids 
opened. 

Methods of school construc- 
tion have progressed consider- 
ably during the last few years. 
There are several distinct types 
of construction which conform 
to the California state school 
building Jaws, based primarily 
on ‘The Field Act” which was 
adopted in April, 1933, after the 
earthquake of 1932, which show- 
ed up very disastrous weakness- 
es in a great many school build- 
ings in Southern California. 

It is the responsibility of the 
board of education to analyze its 
particular problem of proposed 
school construction giving due con- 
sideration to each type of con- 
struction available, not only from 
a cost factor but also from the 
standpoint of architectural de- 
sign and general adaptability to 
the immediate district in which it 
is to be placed. 
RESPONSIBILITY 

Ata recent meeting of 
fornia Association of School Ad- 
ministrators, it was pointed out by 
a state official that the responsi- 
bility for school design rests main- 
ly with the school board, which 
must choose a competent archi- 
tect to design school buildings to 
meet the needs of the district and 
to conform to state requirements. 

All public school construction 
must be approved by the state, 
but only to the extent that the 
construction conforms to minimum 
standards. 

The responsibility for expendi- 
ture of money over and above that 
required to conform to minimum 
standards is the responsibility of 
each board of education. 

If is important, therefore, that 
the school board analyze school 
plans as submitted by the archi- 
tect to be sure that the facilities 
desired will be achieved with 
structural and architectural ade- 
quacy, bearing in mind that the 
board itself, working through 
the architect, sets a ceiling in 
excess of minimum standards 
required by the state. 

This you will readily sce is dif- 
ficult to carry out because there 
are many detailed and technical 
aspects to be considered. 

I feel very certain that it is the 
wish of the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary school board to seek only 
those facilities in the construction 
of a school or additional class- 
rooms which will meet the re- 
quirements of the district, aca- 
demically, socially and structural- 
ly and not to over-build structur- 
ally or in any other aspect thereby 
spending more money than is 
necessary. 

To do this the board must de- 
termine what standard to set for 
the district and then carry out the 
necessary plans. to achieve the de 
sired goal. 

BROAD POLICY 

It is certainly not the wish of 
this board to arrange for the con- 
struction of costly and elaborate 
buildings. 

Unfortunately, in the eyes 
some people, the use of modern 
materials and design give the illu- 
sion of grandeur rather than im- 
provement in a proper school at- 
mosphere over the school build- 
ings of past years. 

You can rest assured that your 
school board will investigate every

Members ‘of the Merflo. Park 
School District’s maintenance staff 
have saved the district’s ‘taxpayers 
considerable money by. making 
some capital outlay items in their 
own shops, a report gy District Su- 
perintendent Dr. Melville Hom- 
feld to the district’s board of trus- 
tees declared last week. 

“In addition. to handling, rou- 
aine maintenance jobs,” the report 
said, “district, maintenance men 
are. frequently called upon to con- 
struct Such items.as desks, tables, 
cabinets, playground equipment, 
bicycle racks and various tools 
and equipment needed in the 
maintenance shop ‘itself. ' 


“Records show that this type 
of construction results in con- 
siderable saving to the district 
when compared with the cost of 
comparable ‘items am the open 
market.” .

There are quite a few shrabs 
that will not take the extra wa- 
ter that comes with being near 
a lawn. Most particular is choy- 
sia (Mexican orange) which will 
turn yellow in only a few weeks 
if the sprinkler happens to 
reach its leaves. 

Daphne feels the same way. 
convovulus will turn brown and 
die out with any extra water, and 
so will any leptosperum (the pink 
and white flowered Australian tea 
tree). 

Understandably, the native Cali- 
fornia shrubs do not like a lot of 
water and are excellent for dry 
areas. The buckthorn and ceano- 
thus are very worthwhile when 
asked to survive in waterless, win- 
dy areas. Among the trees per- 
haps the eucalyptus has the most 
amazing ability to withstand 
drought, and actually flourishes. 
Our native oaks suffer with extra 
water and often become diseased 
and put out rank and _ brittle 
growth. 

Though most flowers like con-| 
siderable water, there are three

lilies and geraniums. Of course 
any wet spot can be improved by 
putting gravel in the planting 
hole and adding humus and sand 
to the planting soil. And any dry

Vell! At least there were two 
Menloites who thought seriously | 
about the possibilities of mosaic- | 
work BEFORE that well-known 
national magazine put out a big 
spread on it! 

One is a local cabinetmaker, | 
William Barbour, who had gone} 
so tar as to order some of the ma-| 
terial to see how it worked. The 
other was—ah, yes, ourself. 

About two or three years ago 
we had definitely decided that a 
mosaic coffee table would be just 
the thing—only like so many pro 
jects of the do-it-yourself type, it| 
never materialized. 

This was mainly 
simply couldn't find out anything | 
about it. The library disappoint. | 
ed us badily, having only a dull | 
historical treatise (obviously writ | 
ten before the do-it-yourself era). | 
NO ONE KNEW 

No one seemed to know any- 
thing about it or where you could 
get materials—at least no one that 
we thought to ask. So then all at 
once we read that mosaics are 
simply the thing these days. 

A mosaic, technically, is de-| 
scribed as “a surface decoration 
made by laying in patterns, small | 
pieces of variously colored glass, | 
stone, or other material” in a plas- | 
ter or mastic foundation. We have | 
seen patios paved with small peb-| 
bles in mosaic manner—but that | 
is another story. 

One of the leading home maga- 
zines featured a plushily beautiful | 
“house of the year” which had} 
mosaic work at every turn. An-

In early civilizations — Rome 
for instance, mosaics were used 
for floors and pictures and drain- 
boards, in the same manner as 
tiles were used. The tiny (less 
than an inch) squares in varied 
colors went into geometrical de- 
signs and one of the best latter 
day examples of pictorial use is 
the big one out at Stanford. 
SMALLER PROJECTS 

Most of those interested in hav- 
ing some around the house which 
they themselves produced, turn to 
smaller projects — the coffee ta- 
bles. In fact, you can get kits 
which have the tiny vitreous tiles, 
the mastic to lay them in and a 
glass cutter to trim to smaller size 
where needed. 

These items come with a three- 
ply wood table all ready to have 
the mosaic applied. One nice 
thing about them is that they can 
be used on the patio as well as 
indoors. 

However, in case there are those 
among us who would prefer to 
work with the larger ceramic tiles 
— don't discount the possibilities 
here. At the present time a per-
